Seo, three hundred cash in ng pincket I’ve 
got; “Tis exactly the sum that will buy 
us a put. 

A capacity for-wine seems always to have 
been as highly esteemed in China as with 
us in tho eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies, In fact, one emperor declared it 
was just a4 essential to the success ofa 
banquet’ as’ a capacity for verse. Tho 
mythical emperors afo usually ssid to have 
Deen able to swallow prodigious tquantities, 
Dut as thdSe quantities are always measured 
in cups or goblets, we nro unable to form 
any reliable estimate of theif powors. A 
Jate emperor, who asked the elder of two 
brothers how ho compared with the 
younger, received the following answer. 
“Asa thinker, he beats ne ; as drinker, 
¥ bent hiw.” ¢ 

Another official, named Li Tu, who re- 
fularly took too much, was urged by his 
friends to give up drink. “1 take it for 
my health,” ho replied; ‘*{ cannot do 
without it. ond 1 find this n‘pleasurablo 
way of spending my dectining years.” To 
hia son hy onee said, in 8 play upon words 
which caynot. be reproduced : 
an excellent thing -in a landscape ; but if 
L can div drunk I shall die happy.” In 
like manugr argues Yuan Hau-wen of the 
Nu-chen Tartar dynasty: ‘‘Tfa man does 
not drink wine, how is he to cure his 
various cataplaints !” 

There ave wany stories in Chinese lit 
teraturo of practical jokes played on tipsy 
people, Une man, in carly days, when 
shoes were left at the house dvor—n cus- 
tom burrowed later on by the Japanese— 
used to amuse himself by mixing up the 
shoes of his guests and rearranging them 
at random, the result being that when the 
guests took their leave, already, halfseas 
over, with one big shoo nad one little one, 
there wore many falls and sprawlings in 
the road, much enjoyed by the host who 
was scoing his friends home.--Horhort A.
